Breaking off their vacations. Asso¬ 
ciate Justices Jesse Hart and Samuel 
Frat huenthal, of the Arkansas Supreme 
Court, are hurrying back to Little Rock 
In order to act on a petition of the 
Governor and State Capitol Commis¬ 
sion for a writ of prohibition to pro¬ 
hibit the Pulaski county Chancery 
Court from taking any further steps In 
cither the injunction suit restraining 
the Governor and commission from do¬ 
ing further work on the Capitol or the 
gontempt proceedings against the Gov¬ 
ernor and commission. 


The labor conflict in Sweden, which 
Originated In a dispute over wages in 
the woolen and cotton Industries, is as¬ 
suming large proportions. In the be¬ 
ginning 13.000 men were locked out, 
and other Industries since have become 
Involved, until yesterday the Employ- 
ersf Federation declared a lockout of 
the Iron foundry hands, numbering 
80,000 men. This brings the total of 
men locked out to 80,000. 


The Sbnate began consideration of 
the tariff conference report yesterday, 
and seven hours were consumed with¬ 
out result. Senator Bristow denounced 
the tariff bill as a violation of Repub¬ 
lican pledges and said he would not 
vote for IL Senator Daniel accused 
the majority of the Finance Commit¬ 
tee with dealing unfairly with the 
Democratic members. 


Wa 5^ ton, Aug. 2.—Beginning its 
consl 2? ion of the conference report 
on th c Iff bill by the tedious reading 
erf HIST Tiocument, which was Insisted 
upon by Senators who proposed to see 
that undue haste Is not exercised in 
the Anal passage of the measure, the 
Senate dragged along during nearly 
seven hours to-day without accom¬ 
plishing any Important result. 

Numerous conferences were held 
among Senators on both sides of the 
chamber for the purpose of advancing 
or hindering the Anal passage of the 
bill. The developments which have 
occurred in respect to the framing of 
the leather schedule in conference 
called forth more interest than did the 
proceedings of the day. Senators spent 
much time in discussing the language 
and effect of that schedule. 

The debate on the conference report 
was opened by Senator Daniel, who 
claimed that the Democratic Senators 
on the Finance Committee hod been 
dealt with unfairly in not being per¬ 
mitted to vote in committee on the 
adoption of the report. He claimed that 
an agreement for that purpose, entered 
into by the chairman, Mr. Aldrich, had 
been violated. Any Intentional viola¬ 
tion was disavowed by Mr. Aldrich, 
who said he could not agree with Mr. 
Daniel as to what had occurred be¬ 
tween them.

Bristow Won’t Vota For Bill. 


Lumbermen representing all parts of 
the South met in Montgomery to work 
against the adoption of the forestry 
bill novv pending in^the Senate. The 
bill would restrict (he cut to twelve- 
inch trees, and the lumbermen claim 
this will reduce the output to twelve 
or fifteen hundred feet per acre.

Mr. Daniel al*6 charged bad faith 
In the action of the committee in sign¬ 
ing the ebnfrrence report without al¬ 
lowing himself and hi* Democratic col¬ 
leagues on the committee to meet with 
them and to vote upon it as agreed 
to by Chairman Aldrich. By this ir- 
rang«*ment. he said, he hAd on last 
Thursday gone to the room of the 
Finance Committee.

Washington,, Aug. 2.—Tariff legisla¬ 
tion has etn delayed again by the hide 
and lexifier question and as a result 
the conferees were called together once 
more to-day. The session was for ih-« 
purpose of enticing out into the open 
a certain "cbony-hued person’* who was 
reported by Western Senators to have 
been lurking In the "woodpile/* 

The Westerners complained that the 
leather schedule, as arranged by the 
conferees with the approval of the 
President. Is unfair to the States inter¬ 
ested In protected hides. It was agreed 
to-day that some action must be taken 
to conciliate them If the conference 
report Is to be adopted. 

Without thought of serious obstacles 
In the pathway of the conference re¬ 
port, Senator Aldrich caused the report 
to be t&keu up to-day as soon as the 
Senate met. As Is usual, the Senate 
leader and his associates moved about 
to ascertain whether there had been 
any change of sentiment. They were 
not long in learning that the charge 
that there was a "joker** In the com¬ 
promised hide and leather question 
had upset th© comfortable majority 
they had previously counted for the 
adoption of the report. 

• • • 

Misunderstanding. 


Mexico City, Aug. 2—After four days 
of one of the most acute water fam¬ 
ines that the City of Mexico ever ex¬ 
perienced. owing to the buckling of tho 
water mains at the time of the earth¬ 
quake on Friday of last week. Guiller¬ 
mo Beltran Y Puga, Director of Pub¬ 
lic Works, Issued a statement to-day 
that by to-morrow the scarcity would 
be relieved and the mains repaired. 
Ever since tho Initial shock at 4:14 
Friday morning the water supply of th© 
capital has been seriously Impaired. 
Each succeeding quiver of the earth 
Intensified the situation and caused 
greater buckling of the mains. In every 
part of the city wuter Is at a premium 
and the few faucets still dripping are 
surrounded by crowds carrying the fluid 
In buckets to their homes. 

WAITED ON SPECIAL 


Spanish Nobleman Prepared Tt ^lee 
From Earthquake. 

Mexico City, Aug. 2/—Marquis Cer¬ 
vantes, a rich Spanish nobleman, who 
Tula resided here for some time, has 
Juat left a special train, which he char¬ 
tered on th© morning of the big earth¬ 
quake. The Marquis and his family 
chartered a Pullman car and an engine 
after the flrst big shock. They never 
left the city, however, living In the 
car with their retinue of servants that 
they might be In readiness to leave 
should a great disaster come. They at¬ 
tracted much attention when they left 
the railway yards, the. party number¬ 
ing sixteen persons. 

Earthquake Shocks Continue. 

Mexico City. Aug 2.— A dispatch re¬ 
ceived from Acapulco a.t a lat© hour 
to-night that the earthquake 

shocks mill continue. All building© 
which are Still wtandlng are untenant¬ 
able. a heavy rain Is falling and many 
one suffering for want of shelter. 

Shake Felt At Sidney. 

Sidney. N. S. W., Aug. 2.—The heavy 
earth shocks In Mexico last week were 
recorded on the vertical and hori¬ 
zontal seismographs here. The shocks 
were registered for two and a half 
hours. 


The difficulty appeared to be a lack 
of understanding between the conferees, 
the President and the Western Sen¬ 
ators concerning the condition under 
which the latter consented to hides be¬ 
ing placed on the free list.

When the conference re¬ 
port was Issued It appeared that the 
reductions applied only to articles man¬ 
ufactured In chief part of the class of 
hides which were to be made free of 
duty. The reductions would not apply 
to shoes, the uppers of which wer© 
made of coJf skin, or to harness, th© 
chief value of which was calf skin. *

HOLDING COMPANY 
FOR GOULD LINES 


NEW CORPORATION TO BE 
CALLED MISSOURI PACIFIC 
SAID TO BE CONTEMPLATED. 


Some of the Western Senators were 
extremely bitter In their condemnation 
of the compromise. They said they had 
been fooled, tjuit the President had 
been fooled and that the trick played 
on the consumer was nothing short of 
buncombe. Finding that the Western* 
era were not amenable to argument 
some of the Eastern Senate leaders and 
some of the dissatisfied members hur¬ 
ried to the White House. There all 
were Informed that th© President had 
not been fooled. He was reported to 
have told all of his cullers that he fully 
understood the character of the com¬ 
promise. 

It was declared by the conferees. In 
defense of their action that the course 
pursued was necessary from a parlia¬ 
mentary standpoint. To have reduced 
all boots and shoe3, they said, would 
have compelled the resubmfsaion of 
the conference to the House. Confin¬ 
ing the reduction of articles manufac¬ 
tured from hides, resubmlsslon of the 
paragraph was not necessary for the 
reason that the hide paragraph was In 
controversy between the conferees with 
a rang© of action from free to a duty 
of 15 per cent.

Some Invitations Not Accepted. 


Senator Aldrich was among those 
who called at the White House. When 
he returned to the Capitol he issued a 
call for a session of the conferees. In¬ 
cluding the House Republican mem¬ 
bers. They' assembled at 3:20 p. m. 
The Westerners were ushered into the 
conference chamber singly, or In pairs. 
Audiences were given to Senators Hey¬ 
bum. Warren* Carter, Sutherland, 
Brown, Borah and Bourne. Invitations 
bad been Issuod to Senators Dixon.

The plan favored is to 
make an agreement with the Western 
Senators and that this will be done 
after the passage of th© report by the 
adoption of a concurrent resolution In¬ 
structing th*- enrolling clerks of the two 
houses to make alterations In the para¬ 
graph relating to hides. Errors have 
been discovered in the maximum and 
minimum provision and such a resolu¬ 
tion must bo adopted to make correc¬ 
tions. It Is proposed to make the reso¬ 
lution cover the paragraph relating ti 
bides as well as the administrative mat¬ 
ter. 

Efforts are now being mad© to In¬ 
duce the Massachusetts Representa¬ 
tives not to oppose the preferred set¬ 
tlement. 


Conference At White House. 

Washington, Aug. 2.—The tariff sit¬ 
uation was th© Subject of a conference 
to-night at tho White House between 
the President and Senators Aldrich and 
Crane.

COUNTY BOARD 
AGAIN REFUSES 


Members Vote Against Con¬ 
solidated School Proposition. 


A Stormy Meeting, Many 
8peeobes, Nothing Done. 


Some Trustees Also Have 
Spent Their Money. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S POSITION. 


When the smoko cleared away and 
the wounded were borne off the Meld 
yesterday afternoon the members of the 
Jefferson County Board of Education 
found themselves Just where they stood 
two weeks ago. On July 17 they turned 
down a proposition submitted by pub¬ 
lic-spirited citizens willing to help pay 
If thA board should sec fit to estab¬ 
lish an experimental country consoli¬ 
dated school out of its Increased funds. 
Yesterday they refused or at least 
failed, to reconsider the proposition, 
and consolidation of Jefferson’s schools 
got another set-back. 

The Jefferson town Boys* Band, which 
unllrabered In the rotunda of the sec¬ 
ond Moor of the courthouse, struck the 
keynote of the fruitless meeting. ThAt 
was noise. Two hundred people ftlled 
tho room where the meeting was held, 
some for and some against tho im¬ 
mediate establishment of a consolidated 
school. The addresses of the members 
of the board were punctuated with ap¬ 
plause, sometimes cheers, and cries of 
approval or disapproval. At times all 
the members of fhe hoard tried to 
speak at once, argulnr with each other 
in utter disregard of parliamentary 
rules. The meeting was a heated one 
and no little personal feeling was mani¬ 
fest. 

• • • 

Net Results of the Meeting. 

One of the net results of the meeting, 
aside from the refusal of the board to re¬ 
consider the proposal of James B. Me- 
Fbrnn And John M. Atherton, was the 
disclosing of the fact that Mrs. Rosa A. 
Stonestreet. County Superintendent of 
Schools, who has been on the fence. Is 
against the movement In Its present 
form and at the present time. It also 
was reported that the portions of the 
fund, to be available In the winter al¬ 
lotted to the Fifth and Sixth divisions 
has already been spent and is there¬ 
fore not available for expenditure on a 
new consolidated school, The meeting 
dissolved without an answer having 
been made to Dr. S. D. Wetherby’s 
charge that the action of the board In 
allotting the money as It did was strik¬ 
ing directly at th* very foundation of 
the new school law. 

Adjournment came at the end of a 
session of gn hour and a quarter, with 
Dr. Wetherby talking into T. B. Mil¬ 
ler's ear. and H. A. Hummel and J. H. 
Shively calling for a rollcall on the 
reconsideration motion which had Just 
beon declared lost. The motion for ad- 
Journment. put by Dr George BrHden- 
thal and seconded by Manuel Sternberg, 
was declared carried by Mrs Stone- 
street, who said she heard mor# *‘aye«'’ 
than ”noer’ khen she put the ques¬ 
tion. 

• • • 

The Motion To Reconsider. 


The reconsideration motion was the 
second of it* nature put to the board, 
the first having been withdrawn by Its 
author. Dr. W*th«rby. It was on the 
order of an omnibus motion, and was 
interpreted to carry tho acceptance of 
the MeFerran-Atherton proposal along 
with the carrying of the motion to re¬ 
consider. Several of the anti-consoli¬ 
dation trustees, however, were not sure 
of this. The text of Dr. Wetherby’s re¬ 
constructed motion was as follows: 

•’Moved, that the Jefferson County 
Board of Education reconsider Its mo¬ 
tion by which the proposition to this 
board made by Mr. McFerran and Mr. 
Atherton was rejected, that the same 
be accepted and the appropriation of 
112.600 requested by that proposition 
be made In accordance with the propo¬ 
sition." 

• • • 

How the Trusted* Voted. 


When put, a standing vote was called 
for. Dr. Wetherby, Mr. Shively and 
Mr. Hummel rose for a moment. When 
the noe* were called for Dr. Brelden- 
thal. Mr. Sternberg. O. H. Cooper and 
(’harks Kurz stood up to be counted. 
Mr. Miller got up. saying that he did 
not vote because he did not Understand 
the motion. Dr Wetherby had been 
calling for rollcall and asked for time 
while he went around to explain the 
situation to Mr. Miller. It was then 
that the adjourning motion was offered 
And carried and Dr. Wetherby, having 
put Mr. MUler wise, looked up to Mnd 
that the meeting was over.

He read a report showing that since 
the last meeting he had. in connection 
with the division board, of which he is 
chairman, expended about S3.000 In va¬ 
rious local Improvements, such as the 
repairing of a school-house here and 
the extending of a school term there. 
He made this report, he said, to get It 
In the irdnutea of the meeting, and not 
because ho thought that the board was 
required to approve of the expendi¬ 
tures.* • 

He wAs followed by Mr. Sternberg, 
who said that similar expenditures, by 
contract. In his division amounted to 
about 13.200, out of his proportion of 
something over 13,300. Another trus¬ 
tee said that he hod Arranged for the 
distributing of his pioney. The first 
two all Along have opposed the consol¬ 
idated school project. Mr Sternberg s 
dlvkion is In the southern fmrt of the 
couAtry around Iroquois Park, and that 
of Dr Breidenthal is in the eastern 
part of the county In the neighborhood 
of Buechel.

First Motion Withdraw*. 


Dr. Wetherby's first motion to re¬ 
consider was Introduced to meet at 
once with Dr. Breldenthal’s objection 
that It wa* out of order, since he and 
Mr Sterntn-rg had already disposed of 
their portions of the fund. Mr. Cooper 
asked if a motion to reconsider required 
a two-thirds vote. Dr. Breidenthal and 
Mr. Sternberg said yes as one man and 
Dr. Wetherby withdrew his motion. 
Here Mr. Hummel asked that Prof. H 
N. Rheubelt be allowed to address th.* 
board on the matter of the proposed 
consolidated school and Dr. Breiden¬ 
thal objected. It Is out of order for any 
person to address the board without 
unanimous consent and Prof FUieubalt 
did not speak then nor thereafter.

Mr. Miller Asks, Fair Deal. 


Mr. MUler addressed the board brief 
ly. asking that he be heard in quiet ana 
Without Interruption. 

"All 1 want," he said, "Is a fair d«-al 
I favor the consolidated school plan, al¬ 
though I do not think that the major¬ 
ity of the people want It. Dr. Bretd- 
enthal has spent all his money and so 
has Mr. Sternberg. Many people have 
come here to-day to witness these pro 
ccedlngs. Some want the consolldubM 
school and some don’t want It. But 
urge that we run on the sauare. If the 
majority want the consolidated schoot 
let us glvf it to them. I don’t know 
parliamentary law, but I do know what 
Is a fair deal and that Is all 1 ask." 

• • • 

Firat Division Againat It. 

Here Mr. Cooper, of the First di¬ 
vision. ros© to explain his position. 

**I favored the McFerran-Atherton 
offer,** he said, "but I was not ready 
to vote on It the last time. 1 wanted to 
wait. Meanwhile ! have thoughf the 
matter ovei and have talked it over. 
At the last meeting of my division I 
put the question up to the nine trustee* 
and they were unanimously against the 
project. They assured me that they 
were faithfully representing their con¬ 
stituents, who dti not want consolida¬ 
tion. For this and other reasons, many 
other reasons. I am opposed to the ac¬ 
ceptance of the offer made to the 
board.” 

• • • 

Mr. Sternberg's Position. 

Mr. Sternberg claimed the attention 
of the chair: 1 

"All I want is fair play, too," he said, 
voicing sentiments of the antl-caiisoll- 
datlon poople. “I have spent over 
$3,000 In my division and could spend 
$5,000 more easily and well, if I had It. 
It is this way. Is It fair for the popi* 
of Jefforsontown or Middletown to 
have a consolidated school and fine 
equipment wffiUe the other schools in 
tho county are Impoverished?” Con¬ 
cluding he complimented Mrs. 8tone- 
strfM't fof her management of the office 
and present attitude, and said that all 
he wanted was Justice for his own 
schools.

Mrs. Stoaeatreet With Anti*. » 

Mrs. Stoneatreet at this Juncture rose 
and observing that she had something 
she wanted to say for herself before 
voting, explained her position as fol¬ 
lows: 

Before voting on the consolidated 
sc I too l question, I feel that an explana¬ 
tion IS due the public. For the oast 
twelve yoark l have labored faithfully 
to advance the educational interests of 
Jefftorson county, and 1 can assure you of 
many instances where my efforts alone 
were responsible for an extension of the 
school term from five to nine months. 

It Is generally conceded that the public 
schools were instituted for the masses 
and not the few Every child should be 
entitled to’a sohoonterm of at least nine 
months, a flrst-olaas teacher and a good, 
comfortable sohoolhouse, with all nec¬ 
essary equipments. 

• • • 

Appeal For More Money. 

Realizing that many children in small 
districts could not oblair. a lonaer term 
or better conditions, I appealed to the 
Fiscal Court to levy a tax of 20 cents 
on every $100 for the purpose "of build¬ 
ing. improving and equipping the school- 
houses and the purchasing and condem¬ 
nation of real estate, for the payment of 
teachers and for the extension of the 
school term in the various subdistrJote 
throughout the county, as provtded for 
In the county school district lsw, page 
66, Section W. That court generously 
voted a levy of 20 cents on eaeli $100 for 
th»* purpose set forth in my petition. It 
Is but Just that every child In this coun¬ 
ty should be the beneficiary of that tax 
levy, and I am here to protect the in¬ 
terest of each nnd every child In Jef- 
feraon county without fear or favor. 

• • • 

Cannot Set Aside $12,500. 


If the $12,500 should ho set side for a 
consolidated school we would be deprived 
of the money to extend the school term 
and to make repairs thst ar* absolutely 
necessary to make many school comfort¬ 
able during the winter. Of the ninety- 
seven schools in Jefferson county only 
four <«r five school districts could he in¬ 
cluded In a consolidated school. Now. 
must we sacrifice ninety-two schools to 
accommodate five? Surely not. 

Then, too, think of our colored schools— 
twenty-three colored school districts 
with only eight hoolhou*»*s Houses 
usod in the past were ohurchrs without 
a single desk To Ignore the dire needs 
of the colored schools and not to appro¬ 
priate part of the tax to their.sup¬ 

port would absolutely be a crime. 9 

I have consulted with many taxpayers 
of Jefferson county, and I find they op¬ 
pose consolidation tor the present. After 
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due consideration. I cast my vota against 
consolidation.

Dr. Wetherby’* Second Motion. 

Then cairc Dr. WethJfby’a second 
motion, written roughly on a ecrap of 
paper and in haste. Mr rtternb rg 
moved that the motion te tubLil. but 
It was lost. he. Dr. Hr.ddcnlhal and Mr. 
Kurz alone voting for his motion. Dr. 
Breidenthal ln*l*t*d thit the motion 
was cut of order, and that, anyway. It 
wou»d require a two-thirds' vot • t- 
carry Mr. Sternbeig nrn e a t-peech 
which he closed by saving: "Let** 
move to call the motion out of older." 
Then Dr. Wetherby turned himself 
loose.

Dr. Wetherby Urge* Consolidation. 


He had prepared a short address to 
read to the boArd. very moderate In 
t -ne, but hLs enthue asm and hi* h at 
and the constant and irriut n< inte - 
ruptlons spurred him on, and he went 
outside of hi* set addres* u make 
t»uch a rousing pro-consolidation spe-ch 
that his supporters went wild wlin de¬ 
light. interrupting him a* much with 
their cheers as the opposing im-mbiis 
©f the- board did with their lnterjec- 
tlonM. He said that he had worked 
for consolidation fr m the start, and 
that the seven men llnfd up against 
him at the start hnd dwindled to four.

JOHN NORRIS ON NEW PAPER 
AND PULP SCHEDULE. 


CAMPAIGN BROUGHT ABOUT A 
BIG REDUCTION. 

PAPERMAKERS THWARTED. 


New York. Aug. 2.—John Norris, 
chairman of the committee on paper 
of the American Publishers’ Associa¬ 
tion, Issued a bulletin relating the 
tariff on pulp and paper in which he 
says: 

In the proposed tariff bill publishers 
have secured the abolition of tbs duty of 
$1.6? per ton on ground wood. They ob¬ 
tained a reduction from $6 per ton to 
$3.75 per ton on prim paper, a saving of 
approximately $2,700,000 per annum in the 
cost of news print paper to consumer*. 

The publishers have asked for free print 
paper. The select committee of the House 
had recommended ft per ton until the Sen¬ 
ate raised the rate to $4 per bon. and 
the conferees had substantially agreed 
on a compromise rale of $3 per toll when 
President Taft announced to congres¬ 
sional callers on or shout Saturday. July 
21. that a $4 r*to was neewnfy for the 
application of the protection principle to 
print paper. The President made this 
announcement withoOt that full l m j 

partial ascertainment of cost to which 
the con»umen were entitled, and In disre¬ 
gard of numerous and voluntary assur¬ 
ance* that he had given In favor df the 
lower rate In accordance with that in¬ 
timation from the President, the conferees 
reported «3-7:» per ton. Which will prob¬ 
ably be adopted. , 

If th# publishers had not Inaugurated 
their campaign for a reduction of duty 
It is likely that the paper makers would 
have secured an Increase from $6 per 
ton to $* or $10 per ton on print paper 
upon their representations that Ameri¬ 
can wo.m! had Increased in cost to th* 
eztent of $8 per ton of paper produoeA 

Under the new schedules, each prov¬ 
ince as Canada la regarded as h unit so 
that Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
which have no restrictions ef any kind 
upon exportation of pulp or paper, can 
immediately avail of the new tariff's rate. 
Quebec ha* a *tumpa*e tux of 25 cents 
per cord of wood cut from crown land# 
for exportation, from which the province 
obtains a revenue of $25.*V)0 per annum. 

There Is no itumpag* tax In Quebec on 
wood cut from other lands Ontario pro. 
Mbits absolutely the exportation of wood 
cut from crown lands. New Foundland 
also prohibit* the exportation of pulp 


beams $i a ton. thu* placing it* quota¬ 
tion* on a parity with the prices made by 
the Independent companies two weeks 
ago The new prices are *tlll consider¬ 
ably below' the level ruling before the 
open market was declared by the *teel 
corporation last February.

Cincinnati and 
Louisville railroad receivership, the 
Old Colony Trust Company, of Boston, 
to-day filed it* answer to the recent 
petition looking to an adjustment of 
the receivership affair*. It refuses to 
accept for fact a number of the alle¬ 
gations of the petition and colls for 
strict proof. 

Among the things thus called In 
quest‘on are the statement “that $480.- 
000 has been expended for car* and 
other roiling -stock,’* while details are 
asked regarding the creation of a 
floating debt or $1,750,000 represented 
by supply claims, loans obtained, pay¬ 
roll*. etc!.

HOSPITAL RECORDS QUOTED. 


White Plains, N. Y., Aug. 2.—A dec¬ 
laration by Dr. Amos B. Baker, of tho 
M&tteaw&n Asylum, that he considered 
Horry Thaw Irrational at the present 
time, was one of the features to-day of 
the Supreme Court hearing of the ha¬ 
beas corpus proceedings Intended to se¬ 
cure the celebrated prisoner's release 
from the State Hospital for the Crimi¬ 
nal Insane. Dr. Baker, the first of Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Jerome’s alienists, read a 
number of excerpts from the hospital 
records in regard to Thaw’s condition 
and conduct during his incarceration 
there. 

At the opening of to-day’s session, 
which marked the beginning of the 
third week of tho hearing, District 
Attorney Jerome took up the read¬ 
ing of testimony from the second 
trial where he left off lost Friday aft¬ 
ernoon. From the several bound vol¬ 
umes of court minutes at his elbow he 
selected that containing the evidence of 
Catherine O’Neil, a former seamstress 
in the Thaw household In Pittsburg. 
This related chiefly to Thaw’s acts dur¬ 
ing childhood, particularly hla fit* of 
passion. 

Mr. Jerome explained that this was 
the only means o t getting such testi¬ 
mony oeforo tho court and In tile 
record. The story of Thaw’s childhood 
and the Influences affecting his birth as 
told by his mother, followed. 

Mrs. William C. Thaw, who sat be¬ 
hind her son, seemed about to lose 
control of herself. Her face flushed and 
she used her palm leaf fan to hide the 
twitching of h« r Ups. Her testimony 
presented Thaw as a victim of ex¬ 
treme nervousness from birth.

1907, 
followed. He told those commissioners 
that his expression “an act of provi¬ 
dence,” referring to the death of White, 
had no special significance, being used 
only for convenience. 

“Our purpose,” Mr. Jerome told the 
court. *’tn to show* that concealment of 
delusions is by no means an uncommon 
thing among paranoias, and that this 
’act of Providence* Idea was used by 
the prisoner at the very commencement 
of the thing ”

Fortner Test. 

The sanity commission Jerome’s 
reading of the report showed, tested 
the priM>iver repeatedly on this point. 
To them he explained that he advised 
Attorney Delmas to picture him as a 
•’tool of Providence,” principally be¬ 
cause it was a popular altitude. 

Thaw's assertion to the commission, 
“everything done in this case is under 
my authority.” created a stir in the 
court room In view of Justice Mills’ re¬ 
cent hints regarding “exaggerated ego.” 

The reading of the report of Thaw’s 
examination before the sanity commis¬ 
sion was continued after recess. Mr 
Jerome reminded the court tnat Thaw 
had quoted and applied to his own caso 
at that time the passage from the book 
of Samuel, beginning: ’’And the people 
said unto Sadi, ’Shall Jonathan die. 
who hath wrought this great salvation 
unto Israel?* ” 

Thaw. It developed, used "Mr. X 
In his letters referring to Gov. Hughes 
to prevent the fact that he was con¬ 
sidering employing him as his counsel 
becoming known. While the matter 
was still lii der consideration. Mr 
Hughes rec€lved his first nomination

His attitude as regards the shoot¬ 
ing of White apparently underwent lit¬ 
tle change at the asylum. Once he ex¬ 
plained that the shooting resulted from 
the same state of mind that ocenrs In 
any ordinary Individual when placed on 
the brink of a precipice. He said that 
he was Insane only during the moments 
of the ghooting. When Thaw had been 
In the Institution a month. Dr. Baker 
told him that he had noted certain ab¬ 
normal signs In his conduct and could 
set no date for his probable release. 

Dr. Baker read entries In the case 
made on twenty or thirty different oc¬ 
casions during the last sixteen months. 
From these It appeared that after the 
first two months Thaw refused to an¬ 
swer any questions at all. **on advlcf 
of his counsel”

Abnormal Behavior. 

From his notebook Dr. Raker told 
of various incidents. Including Thaw's 
refusal to accept mall addressed to 
him. his refusal to see his wife until 
told that Mr Mors«mau»er had sent 
her and his Insolent and domineering 
actions toward the physicians and at¬ 
tendants. 

Last fall the prison authorities 
searched Thaw’s pockets when he w’os 
asleep and the next day he offered 
1500 reward for the detection of any¬ 
one tampering with hls clothes. The 
results of this search appeared In court 
to-day when Dr. Baker handed In as 
evidence about thirty newspaper clip¬ 
pings. They were not read, but Mr. 
Jerome made a statement as to their 
subject matter. 

Mr. Morschauser weakened tho force 
of this exhibition by making the wit¬ 
ness testify that in all he had found 
nearly 200 clippings In Thaw’s pockets 
and that they were cm various sub¬ 
jects.

Alabama Congressmen hope that at

Idaho Is the fourth Suite west of 
the Mississippi River to be honored 
with representation In Statuary Hall. 

A few days ago the statue which tne 
State ha* picked to stand among the 
likenesses of the country’s great men, 
which appear in this part of the Capi¬ 
tol. arrived In Washington. Singular¬ 
ly enough. K cam*’ at the same time as 
the statues of Washington and Lee. 

It Is that of George L. Shoup. one 
of the strong men of the Far West. He 
is comparatively little known to the 
eastern part of the country, but In hls 
own State he had a most distinguished 
career. He was the first Territorial 
Governor of Idaho, the first Governor 
of the State after It was admitted, and 
was one oi the two first Senators to 
represent the State In the upper House. 

The Shoup statue was sent here from 
Rome. It Is the work of Prof. F. E. 
Trlebel. of Peoria, an American sculp¬ 
tor of reputation, who has to hls credit 
such works as the Iowa StAte monu¬ 
ment on the battlefield of Shiloh, and 
fnatuea of Logan. Ingeraoll and a long 
list of the country’s eminent men. The 
statue Is now In the possession or Su¬ 
perintendent Woods, and later will be 
located In statuary hall with appropri¬ 
ate ceremonies.

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 16, 1909.—President 
and Directors Louisville Board of Trade—Gen¬ 
tlemen: The special committee provided for by 
resolution of the Board of Directors, August 26, 
1908, to make investigation as to the complaint 
of Mr. C. M. Bullitt that the Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company was unfairly 
raising its rates for service in this city, and was 
discriminating in rates amongst its patrons, 
etc., have to report that they have carefully 
made inquiry as to the facts aqd havs fai'cd to 
find a single instance in which said telephone 
company nas charged t. rate for cny of the vari¬ 
ous classes of telephone service other than was 
determined by the old committee of the Board 
of Trade (which agreement was to determin# 
the rate for a term of three vears) in its report 
submitted to the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade September 4, 1907, nor have wa 
found any discrimination as between patrons 
except that the increase in rates allowed by the 
old committee was not made by the telephone 
company to apply to all patrons at the sams 
time, for the reason, as stated by the company, 
that there were outstanding contracts betweeo 
the company and its patrons which expired at / 
different times, and for the further reason that 
ft was not feasible for the company to at ones 
so alter its rules as to make the new rates apply 
to all patrons at the same date. 

In regard to whether the rates determined 
upon by the old committee, under the agree¬ 
ment entered into between the Board of Di¬

Now that all thing* 
are propitious wo should have a greater 
fair than erer before. The exhibition 
this foil should bo a record breaker, 
both in displays and in attendance. 
A permanently successful yearly meet¬ 
ing will prove a great stimulus to ag¬ 
riculture and horticulture, to domestic 
arts and to livestock Industry. Ken 
tucky has ail the constituent elements 
that are requisite to the make-up of 
a great fair fnd Kentucky's fair should 
be second to none. In time its soopo 
^hould be widened. New features of 
interest should bo added from year to 
year, thus supplying something novel 
or something different for every meet¬ 
ing. The growth and future needs of 
the fair should be a subject of care¬ 
ful and intelligent consideration. 

With better facilities for reaching 
tho grounds, which will come about in 
tho bouruo of time, the fair should be 
one of Louisville's beauty spots, a place 
to be visited and enjoyed by the public 
at large and to be admired by the 
stranger within tho gates. In thl* way 
It would be an Important adjunct to 
the city's already splendid park sys¬ 
tem. 

The meeting In September will be 
the most Important in the fair's his¬ 
tory.

Ky., Aug. 2.—[Special.1—In a 
tricomered oratorical battle between 
A. L. Ferguson and Mias Alice Lloyd, 
representing the Burley Tobacco So¬ 
ciety; Congressman Campbell Can trill, 
president of the American Society of 
Equity, and the Hon. Cassius M. Ciay, 
representing the Independent element 
among the tobacco growers as to the 
question of pooling the 1909 crop and 
the merits of the contract proposed by 
the Burley Tobacco Society, 1,000 to¬ 
bacco growers packed tha courthouse 
and cheered the speakers. 

Mr. Ferguson explained the contract 
the growers are asked to sign; Mr. 
Clay scored both factions as parties to 
an agitation the result of which, he 
said, was night riding, arson and mur¬ 
der. the surrendering of the people's 
liberties under the Constitution, their 
legal rights In the courts and abject 
submission to midnight marauders 
whose arguments were the torch, whip 
and shotgun. He predicted civil war 
If another pool was effected. 

Miss Lloyd attacked Congressman

contracts. 

Mr. Cantrill attacked the Burley To¬ 
bacco Society and declared Its purpose 
a failure before It started, and advised 
the growers to refrain from signing the 
contract 

Congressman Cantrill was the last 
speaker and referred to Miss Lloyd as 
the press bureau of the Burley Society 
at a high salary and asked his hearers 
how many signers to the pool could 
have been secured in 1907 If In ad 
vance they had been Informed that 
President Clarence LeBus was to re¬ 
ceive a salary he Is now said to enjoy. 

Miss Lloyd made several attempts 
to Interrupt Mr. Cantrill during his 
argument, but not until he had fin¬ 
ished could she attract his attention, 
when she plied him with questions.

of a teaspoonful of the water showed 
the existence of 117,000 colonies of bac¬ 
teria. and after forty-eight hours, they 
were too numerous to be counted. He 
also stated that water showing the 
existence of more than SOO colonies of 
bacteria for the same quantity was 
absolutely unfit for human consump 
tkm.

QUIET AGAIN 

Revolution Put Down In 
Catalonia's Capital. 


BUT INSURGENTS BOLD MANY 
SMALLER CITIES. 


CENSORS HIP OF NEWS MORE 
RIGID THAN EVER. 


DISPATCHES ARE STOPPED. 




Paris, Aug. 2.—The Internal situation 
In Spain to-night seems to be Improved. 
Barcelona ha* emerged from her Isola¬ 
tion and the threatened general strike 
at Madrid appears to have been avert¬ 
ed. at leant Temporarily. 

The first train out of CuUlonla’s cap¬ 
ital city since the beginning of the 
tragic events there reached the French 
frontier to-night, bringing censored 
and plainly inexact newspaper accounts 
of the Insurrection ami'of the condi¬ 
tions In the outlying parts of Catalonia. 
The rest Is shrouded In mystery. 

8 everal of the omaller cities are re¬ 
ported to be In the hands of the revo¬ 
lutionists and many villages havo pro¬ 
claimed the district a republic. Troops 
are being steadily distributed through¬ 
out the rebellious district*, and barring 
new serious outbreaks, tho Insurrec¬ 
tionists eventually will be forced to 
capltolate. It Is said that the authori¬ 
ties are determined to crush the in¬ 
surrection before the return from South 
America of Deputy Alejundro Loroux, 
chief of the Republicans at Barcelona, 
whose period of exile for political rea¬ 
sons was set aside by the Chamber of 
Deputies last April. 

• • • 

In Revolutionists' Hands. 


Reports from San Felice, Palamos 
and Qussa de la Selva say tliat those 
places are still In tho hands of the rev¬ 
olutionaries. It Is rumored that the 
Spanish gunboat Temerarle has left for 
San Felloe to aid the troops In restor¬ 
ing order. 

In striking coptrast with the estimate 
of the victims o$ the disorders given 
by the Barcelona newspapers, which 
arrived to-night at Cerbero. Is one of 
MOO emanating from private advices 
received from Madrid. This latter es¬ 
timate, however. Is labeled "perhaps 
exaggerated.** 

An official statement Issued In Mad¬ 
rid to-night concerning the proposed 
general strike then* says that numer¬ 
ous masons failed to report for duty 
to-day, but It Is explained that this 
wns duo to a fear of a clash with union¬ 
ists. 

Spain’s censorship to-night Is more 
Inexorable than ever. No news has 
been received from the various points 
In the north. Where the trades unions 
had planned s gcncr.il strike for to¬ 
day, and therefore the actual conditions 
there and elsewhere cannot be stated. 

DEL MUNI OPTIMISTIC. 


Spanish Ambassador To France Dis¬ 
cusses Situation. 

Paris, Aug. 2.—Tho Temp* to day 
publishes an Interview with the Mar¬ 
quis Del Muni, the Spanish Am baas idor 
to France, who has Just returned here. 
He says that the insurrection at Barce¬ 
lona was ontirely distinct from the 
movements In the other districts of 
Spain, being anarchistic and seditious 
In character and chiefly antl-mllitury. 
and was provoked by the revolutionists, 
who took advantage* of circumstance*§. 
It was a audden outbreak, and it was 
rapidly suppressed by public execu¬ 
tions. 

The revolutkmlKts of Catalonia al¬ 
ways take advantage of periods of ex¬ 
ternal difficulties to make trouble, the 
Marquis la reported as Waving. The am¬ 
bassador did not believe the Barcelona 
trouble to be the beginning of a gen¬ 
eral revolutionary agitation, and lie 
said that national aspiration* had noth¬ 
ing to do with the movement. It was 
purely anarchy. 

• • • 

Will Soon Blow Over. 


The trouble outside of Barcelona 
among the workmen and the Socialists 
Is without durable gravity, said the 
Marquis, and there was no danger of 
the agitation developing Into civil war. 
a* no political organisation is behind 
the movement. 

Referring to the situation In Morocco, 
the ambassador said that Spain had 
given a lea-on to the Kifftans, as had 
tYnnce in Menebba. 

"The Moroccan situation Is one In¬ 
volving Spain** national security and 
In which hfer honor is engaged,** the 
Marquis continued. **My Advice* show 
that the reports of our !«>***» have 
been exaggerated.

Text of Report. 


•When Mr. Marshall Morris. Inspector 
of Buildings for the City of Louisville, 
entered upon his duties as Building In¬ 
spector he found that the building code 
was not only contradictory in many para¬ 
graphs, but was not fitted to the needs 
of a growing city like Louisville, und with 
no other purpose la view he began at 
once to consider a new set of building 
laws. He called to his assistance archi¬ 
tects. engineers and builder a who gave 
their Ume and their valuable experience 
in assisting him to prepare this ordinance. 
Jle sought and secured the advice of ex¬ 
perts In the various lines of the construc¬ 
tion and equipment of buildings, and ho 
secured from other cities valuable Infor¬ 
mation touching the construction and 
equipment of modern and safe sanitary 
buildings. 

"This ordinance is the result of these 
combined efforts after more than six 
months of careful study and preparation, 
and in the opinion of your committee this 
ordinance Is not surpassed by that of any 
city in the country. It not only provides 
for present needs, but In as dor as scien¬ 
tific foresight would permit It provide* 
for future needs of a city that will grow. 
Ibis ordinance was not prepared with a 
view of dealing with any one particular 
character of building, but Its general re¬ 
quirements were designed to cover gen¬ 
eral needs.

Glorify Measure. 

"The chapter dealing w ith theaters and 
places of amusement represents the pres- 
eju-doy ideas of the best architects, engi¬ 
neers and builders, arid follows closely 
the lines of similar regulations in the 
most progressive cities m the country. 

"The much-discussed question of the 
length of the corridor of a theater has 
been carefully consider**!, and it la the 
opinion of experts that the length of a 
corridor should not determine the rela¬ 
tive safety of a theater building. This 
opinion Is voiced In the ordinances of 
practically every great city in the coun¬ 
try- In fact, there is but one city, name¬ 
ly, Minneapolis, in which any require¬ 
ment la made concerning the length of 
theater corrtdor* The width of an exit, 
in the opinion of experts. Is the all im¬ 
portant feature, and In this ordinance 
ample provision has born tnude for the 
safety of the public in this respect. In 
many other vital Wavs this ordinance 
look* to the safe-guarding of the public, 
and Its enforcement will Insure to the 
cltisens of L*>u!»v1lle safer and more san¬ 
itary buildings of every character."

It al»o will be considered by the revision 
committee. Councilman Struss Introduced 
a new annexation ordinance, which was 
referred. It provides for the annexation 
of territory in the southeastern part of 
the city The section Is on the east side 
of F street, from Lawton street to Flat 
Lick road. 

Street Railway Franchise. 


"It's ungallsnt, crude and Inquisitorial 
to demand that tli# mother divulge the 
secret of her heart and tell her axe. 
Of what benefit Is it to the health de¬ 
partment and to the world at l*fg* JO 
know bow old the mother happen* to 
be. the color of her hair. <*yon and teeth 
and to have u complete description of 
her birthmark*, disposition and dental 
wrorkT" propounded Mr Reed. Not an 
answer was vouchsafed, and he wont on: 

"I dare any all of u*. at one time or 
another, have committed the Indiscre¬ 
tion of asking nr suggesting the ago or 
some fair acquaintance.*’ As a titter went 
around the circle, "and 1 venture that 
even Mr President has done such a thing 
in his Inexperienced days, and then Im¬ 
mediately has seen the crossness of hi* 
act and become no embarrassed that he 
wanted to crawl into a hole." When 'Mr. 
President’* smilingly "begged to differ 
the rotund aldermanlc tummies shook 
with the expression* of risible*. Then Mr. 
Reed sat oown. and Mr Klrwan naked 
for the withdrawal of hi* protege, that 
K might b*» referred for amendment*, to 
the committee on health. 

The revlaed ordinance providing that 
the transferrance of personal property and 

( loud* of one department to another shall 
*. made with transfer *llp* and a month¬ 
ly checking up—eliminating a suffocative 
mas* of red tape, was passed. Mr Reeu 
next brought forth an Insurance payroll 
but held up the salary appropriation Of 
one of the corporations because there was 
no detailed itemising attached The pass, 
age of the voucher was made according to 
hi* suggestion. 

The charter amendment committee then 
introduced’ the resolution asking for the 
abolishment of the office of Bond Re¬ 
corder. Thi* wa* the cu»* for several of 
the member* to speak their lines, but 
again Mr. Reed eclipsed his fellow* with 
a really worthy and s«rlous discussion of 
tho question. He spoke of tho hardship 
the present system worked on the desti¬ 
tute class of people who by their llmlta^ 
tlon* and associations were prone to breuk 
the law* and thus require the services 
of the Bond Recorder. In the resolution 
it la suggested that two >xtm clerk* be 
attached to the office of the Clerk of the 
Police Court arid that Instead of the prea- 
ent high toe of 32 applicant* for bond* 
will be assessed only 35 cent*. The reso¬ 
lution was, unanimously adopted, but It I* 
understood pretty generally that the 
change cannot go Into effect until the 
General Assembly of Kentucky makea a 
statutory proveaion.^ 

Drainage Connection a. 


An amending ordinance, introduced by 
Mr Horn and approved by the sewer 
committee for the Eastern district, pro¬ 
vided that the owner of every occupied 
house shall connect all drain* Into the 
■ewer. No dry well* or cesspools are to 
be permitted on premise*, and a penalty 
of $10 to IX shall he made for each of¬ 
fense. Mr Panke objected to the provis¬ 
ions of thl* ordinance, saying that he 
knew of sections of the cltv which have 
been without water supply for a month 
Mr Reed also stated that certain kinds 
of dry well* should be permitted, pro¬ 
viding nothing but pure water fills them 
“Thae." he said. "I have a dry wvll 
under*my house for sanitary purposes, but 
no drains*** or sewerage over goes Into 
It. I think that tho ordinance should be 
more explanatory and specific." 

It was finally put to a question, but at 
that time the president discovered that 
some of the members of the board had 
made for the open air and there wus not a 
quorum present The ordinance was then, 
of necessity, referred until the next me *t. 
Ing. and the motion to adjourn until 
Wednesday. August 11, waa sustained.

MUSIC LOVERS 


At the Joint meeting yesterday the all- 
important question of allowing only milk 
from tuberculin-tested cow* in Loul*vllle 
wa* discussed The representatives of 
Indiana agreed to co-operate with the 
iot^.1 men Tn the work they have In hand. 
By unanimous vote Dr McCormack was 
commissioned to notify ail dairymen In 
the State of Indiana, who have been ship¬ 
ping milk to Louisville, that they must 
allow th* tuberculin test to be applied to 
their herd* else their product will be ex¬ 
cluded from the city und fltgte. l>r T. 
H. Baker, city health officer, will take 
action against Indiana dairymen who de¬ 
cline to accept the terms laid down at the 
meeting. 

In order to assist the local health of¬ 
ficials the inen from Indiana yesterday 
announced qhat they will call a meeting 
of all county health officers in the Imme¬ 
diate future and lay the proposition be¬ 
fore them. When this meeting Is called 
to order, either tn Jeffersonville or New 
Albany. Dr. Baker. Dr. Frank T Et**n- 
man. State veterinarian, and Dr. Smock 
will be present Dr Grace and Dr. Bur¬ 
leson. the two United States Government 
experts, who were sent here recently, may 
also find It convenient to attend this con¬ 
ference. 

Decidedly one of the most Important 
questions at Uu? meeting wa* thnt Intro¬ 
duced allowing all dairymen in Louisville 
and the State who so desire to isolate 
cow* that have been condemned. Thl* 
step Is taken because complaint* liave 
been made that the dairymen have no 
opportunity to guard against financial 
loss when their condemned animals are 
slaughtered Dr McCormack said after 
the meeting that the owners of cows that 
react after the test have been applied 
may now separate the infected animals 
from their herds !u case they dp not want 
them killed.

Dairymen Better Satisfied. 


This will likely remove a great deal of 
the op posh ion that the health official* 
!u»v© rnH with Mnoe the work of testing 
cow* 'actively begun Tbe rule adopted 
at the meeting, however, does not apply 
to all animals with tubcrculosin. In cases 
where tho dlwraso I* only local Me meat 
can be used, and it is these cows that the 
health officials will allow' a stay of sen¬ 
tence so the owner can get as large a 
price for the meat as possible Where the 
disease Is general, however, or where the 
case is mo far developed tluit the meat 
infected, tho animals wlJ! be killed at 
once In no case will the officials allow 
any of the milk to be used. 

The Indiana men at the meeting yester¬ 
day were very enthusiastic over the work 
which *tarted not so very long ago. They 
deviated that they will petition the United 
States Government to send tVo expert* 
here to look after Southern Indiana to 
assist the health official* in stamping out 
disease fr#m infected milk, as Dr. Grace 
and Dr. Burleson are doing here In Lou¬ 
isville and Jefferson county. 

Dr McCormack say* that the members 
of the Kentucky State Board of Health 
arc well pleased with the great progress 
that !ta* been made He said that the 
opposition to tlte work In hand I* disap¬ 
pearing rapidly and predicts that the 
movement to get belter sanitation here 
will grow from now on. At the end of 
this week the board will issue a complete 
list of the name* of those dairymen her* 
whose herd* have stood the tuberculin 
test so the people can know where to ap¬ 
ply for pure milk.

Dr. J. N. Hurty. executive officer of the 
Btat* Board of Health of Indiana; Mr. W

Notice wa* served on Gov. Augustus E. 
Willson yesterday by the authorities in 
power at Washington that tho Btate of 
Kentucky will b« quarantined within the 
near future to protect other adjoining 
States against whut 1* known a* scabbles, 
a disease prevalent among sheep. In a 
letter to Dr Frank T Eisemnan. State 
Veterinarian, yesterday. A. D. Meivln. 
chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
stated that the quaKmfine will be de¬ 
clared soon, after which no Kentucky 
sheep will be allowed to leave the State 
wit limit first having been pronounced safe 
by exports. 

Should the quarantine be declared, as 
Dr. Efsenman believes It will, it mean* 
that owner* and breeder* of sheep in 
Kentucky will suffer large rtnanotal 
tosses. In fact It will be nothing short 
of a calamity, for Louisville boasts the 
distinction of being the largest sheep mar¬ 
ket In the world. The trade nnd move¬ 
ment will depreciate to luch an extent In 
case the order Is Issued from Washing¬ 
ton. that it will not pay livestock men 
to invest in sheep at all. 

According to Dr. McCormack, the sec¬ 
retary of the Kentucky State Board of 
Health, there is but onn way out of the 
difficulty. That Is for Gov. Willson to use 
hts Influence toward getting the County 
Health officer* all over the State to ar¬ 
range to have their *he«p dipped In a 
solution which will rid th«-m of the dis¬ 
ease or protect them from contagion. Dr. 
McCormack *ays that the State Board 
of Health must depend upon appropria¬ 
tions to cover the »xp*n*es of Inspections 
by assistant veterinarian* and also to 
defray the costs of dipping the diseased 
sheep. 

Dr. McCormack added that if the Coun¬ 
ty Health official* all over the State will 
g*»l together without further delay they 
can avoid the Impending catastrophe at 
less than half of what it will cost them 
If the quarantine I* declared The sheep 
ran all be dipped for n nominal sum and 
allowed to pass out of tho 8tate to out¬ 
side markets. 

In Louisville sheep are dipped for 5 and 
fl cents a head. The solution or sulphur 
ucm can be obtained at a small cost by 
the farmers who will be asked to take 
Immediate action In the matter before It 
) is too late

GOV. HUGHES TALKS 
OP NATION’S FUTURE 


DEMAGOGY HANDICAPPED BY 
SUCCESS OF DEMOCRACY. 


VISITS ALASKA-YUXON-PACIEIO 
EXPOSITION. 

HONOR GUEST AT BANQUET. 


Seattle, Wnoh.. Aug. 2.—Closing a 
busy day at the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
Exposition, w’here New York day was 
celebrated. Oov. Charles E. Hughes was 
the guest of honor at a banquet given 
to-night In the New York State build¬ 
ing by the exposition management. 

During the day Oov. Hughes visited 
the various exhibit buildings, delivered 
an address and held a public reception. 

In his address to-day Oov. Hughes 
said: 

'Sometimes we hear men telling us 
that we do not have very much respect 
for law In this country os compared 
with some other countries. If you are 
to have respect for law tn this coun¬ 
try the law must be based upon those 
sentiments wdilch win common appre¬ 
ciation because of their Justice and 
their fairness. There Is no danger of 
socialism here. The reason is that the 
average American boy to-day. the saut.‘ 
as fifty years ago, starts out from his 
home to see what he can make of him¬ 
self and he want* the reward honesty 
and perseverance <mti$le htm to. 

“There Is no change for demagogy 
on any large scale either because of the 
growing appreciation of justice and 
its essential relation to the success of 
Democracy. We are to be ruled by In¬ 
telligent public opinion. We are safe¬ 
guarded by extraordinary bulwarks ot 
conservatism In this country in our 
constitutional provisions, but our se¬ 
curity Is not In the Constitution, how¬ 
ever secure or difficult to change. Our 
security is In the educated Intelligence 
of the average man and his apprecia¬ 
tion of what Is due to his neighbor. 

“We have diversities of laws and 
there Is one of the great projects of 
the future. There tea* opened up by 
the late President of the United States 
a wide avenue of opportunity when he 
mlled that conference of Oovernbrs in 
Washington a year ago. We havo 
needed to come together os the repre¬ 
sentatives of the people of the respec¬ 
tive Commonw'ea 1th* and to talk over

PRIVATE AUTOS 

Paid For By Uncle Sam Com* In For 

Attack. 

Washington. Aug. 2 The purchase 
of automobiles for the private use of 
Government official* was made, the 
subject of a severe attack by Mr. Sims 
(T^nn.) during consideration of the ur¬ 
gent deficiency appropriation bill in the 


House to-day. The Senate amendment 
appropriating $13,000 for the purchase 
of vehicles for the Speaker and the Vice 
President, aa well as other Senate 
amendments, was later disagreed to. 

Mr. Sims criticised the use of auto¬ 
mobile* by the Quartermaster’s De¬ 
partment of the army and expressed his 
conviction that it was an outrage for 
the Government to provide automobiles 
for the private use of officials, while $6 
and $12 pension* were being paid to 
widows of soldiers and the salaries of 
clerks were being pared down to reduce 
expenses. 

"I am getting tired of this aping of 
the ways of royalty," he said. "I can't 
believe that the Speaker wants an au 
tomoblle after he has walked here for 
thirty-five years." 

Asserting that the debate on the Sen¬ 
ate amendment would afford the Senate 
an idea of the attitude of the House on 
rhe various amendment*. Mr. Tawney 
a.«ked that the committee of the whole 
disagree t® all the amendments en bloc. 

Mr Clark, the minority leader, de¬ 
clared that If any of the Items for ap¬ 
propriations for automobile* or other 
Items of Increased expenditure arc 
agreed to by the House conferees, the 
bill would never be passed by the House 
without a quorum present 

Me Clayton (Ala ), while agreeing 
with Mr Tawney’* proposition, said he 
wanted to know why the provision for 
a vehicle for the Vice President specifi¬ 
cally named an "automobile," while the 
provision for the Speaker merely stipu¬ 
lated "carriage or other vehicle." 

"Does this mean that we are to pro¬ 
vide an aeroplane, a biplane or a mon¬ 
oplane for the Speaker?" he asked. 

"Maybe a dirigible," suggested Mr. 
Kelfer (Ohio). 

"Or does it mean that the Speaker is 
to ride around on a motorcycle like the 
policemen use?" continued Mr Clay¬ 
ton. 

Mr. Tawney said he would Interrogate 
the Senate conferees regarding this and 
other matters If the bill Is sent to con¬ 
ference. 

No objection being made, the com¬
